“The territories have no place in 
a national convention, and will not 
he considered,” 
declared 
Mr. Dix­ 
on in commenting on the signatures. 
“As for the missing 
eight states, 
the most of them probaby will send 
delegates, although 
they 
have not 
♦aken part in the call. Maine, for In­ 
stance, postponed any definite action 
because there is a strong fight now 
on in the primaries, with the sympa­ 
thies running in favor 
of the pro­ 
gressive movement. 
Delaware, 
Ar­ 
kansas, North Carolina 
and Nevada 
probably will take part 
in the con­ 
vention. Mississippi and South Caro­ 
lina may possibly be unrepresented. 
To Cut Down Representation. 
“The call lays down no rules 
as 
to the method of choosing delegates, 
since each state will be expected to 
select its delegates by its own para­ 
phernalia. 
The representation will 
re cut dow'n to just on^half of the 
previous conventions. 
This was de­ 
cided advisable since the convention 
is to be notably a deliberative body 
’aud will certainly be composed of a 
clasp of 
men 
altogether 
different 
from those who 
usally 
attend con­ 
ventions. 
“In all probability
